DAIRY SHOW GIVES 
BIG IMPETUS T0 
REFRIGERATION 


Elaborate Exhibits Staged by 
Many Manufacturers 


The second annual Dairy Industries 
Exposition held at Cleveland, Ohio, was 
brought to a close, after a five-day session, 
on October 29. This show, the outstand- 
ing event of the Dairy Industry and those 
allied with it, ranks as one of the three 
greatest trade industries in the world. 

Not only was the exposition a display 
of accessories, equipment, machinery, mate- 
rials, services and supplies; it was a gath- 
ering of the men of the industries who 
made those products and services available. 
Tt was promoted and managed by _ the 
Dairy & Ice Cream Machinery & Supplies 
Association, Inc., concurrent with the 
twenty-seventh annual convention of the 
National Association of Ice Cream Manu- 
facturers.

ENGINEERS OFFER 
AMENDMENTS T0 
N. Y. SAFETY CODE 


Suggested Changes Up for Re- 
Hearing on November 18 


The proposed revision of the safety code 
of New York City, affecting the installa- 
tion of refrigerating equipment, which has 
been under consideration by the New York 
authorities for over two years, was given 
a hearing before the Welfare Committee 
of the Board of Aldermen on October 28. 
Chief Spence and Assistant Chief Dixon 
of the Fire Department, together with their 
engineer, C. K. Michaels, appeared before 
the committee in favor of the ordinance 
as submitted last July. The complete ordi- 
nance as presented at that time was pub- 
lished in full in the July 20 issue of ELEc- 
TRIC REFRIGERATION NEWS. 

Representatives of the manufacturing 
interests were in attendance at the meet- 
ing and argued in favor of numerous 
changes in the code. E. F. Williams, rep- 
resenting the Servel Corporation and affili- 
ated companies, also the committee of the 
A. S. R. E. offered three amendments. 
Mr. Murphy of the Frigidaire Corpora- 
tion offered ten amendments.

The consumption of ice cream, 
according to the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, has increased from 
208,320,000 gallons in 1916 to 324,- 
665,000 gallons in 1926. 

There are approximately 4,500 ice 
cream plants in the United States 
valued at over $450,000,000. 

The per capita consumption of ice 
cream increased from 1.04 gallons in 
1905 to 2.8 gallons in 1926. 

Pennsylvania ranks first in ice 
cream consumption, New York State 
second, Illinois third, Ohio fourth. 

Drug stores sell 30% of the ice 
cream in the United States. Con-. 
fectionery stores are second, selling 
27.8%, and are followed by hotels 
and restaurants. 

Over 65% of the ice cream is sold 
in cities where it is manufactured, 
the balance is shipped by trucks and 
railway express to smaller towns 
and country communities.

Manufacturers Show Improvements 
in Cabinets and Fountains 
at Exposition 


The great progress being made in the 
various developments of the Ice Cream 
Industry were so definitely reflected at the 
annual convention held at the Auditorium 
in Cleveland October 24-29, that those 
attending received a very clear conception 
of the general trends and leadings of the 
industry. 

Electric refrigeration and its application 
to the ice cream cabinet and soda fountain 
has found a very important place in the 
consciousness of the ice cream man, and 
this situation was reflected in the large and 
numerous exhibits of these products. 

Among the many displays featuring 
equipment for the ice cream retailer was 
that of the Iceless Cooler Corporation, 
Chicago, whose exhibit is shown in the 
group above. 

The ice cream cabinet exhibited by this 
concern was an eight-can cabinet with but 
two holes, each hole serving for four cans. 
The advantages claimed for this type of 
construction are saving in refrigeration loss 
through lids; clear definition of flavor loca- 
tions of various creams; much _ service 
space on top and the dipping can always 
the can directly in front of the dispenser. 

This installation was operated by a com- 
pressor manufactured by the Universal 
Cooler Corporation, Detroit. 


Rubber Flooring and Linoleum Used in 
Outside Finish 


The fountainette displayed contained 
twenty gallons cream capacity; four syrup 
jars and pumps; three crushed fruit jars; 
a large 36° cooling compartment; and a 
double draft arm; one for fresh water and 
one for soda water cooled by thermosyphon, 
the entire unit occupying only five feet in 
length. 

An innovation was presented in the finish 
of this fountainette, it having a mottled 
rubber top of heavy rubber flooring, while 
the sides were covered with grey linoleum 
and Monel metal trim. The serving coun- 
ter was of white vitrolite. A Zerozone 
compressor manufactured by the Iron 
Mountain Company, Chicago, controlled 
the refrigeration in this unit.

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Commercial Applications 


Ice cream is purely an American dish. Only in recent years has it 
been introduced and found favor in foreign lands. Years ago, in this 
country, it was looked upon as an extravagant ‘delicacy, something to be 
partaken of sparingly and possibly injurious to health because of its cold- 
ness. Long after children had given it their endorsement in the form of 
an insatiable appetite, the medical profession okayed it and came to pre- 
scribe it freely for delicate digestions. At the present time the daily con- 
sumption of ice cream is enormous. No longer does the druggist “close 
up the fountain” during the winter months. The ice cream industry is an 
all year business although, of course, production has its highest peak during 
the summer months. 

It is quite reasonable that the ice cream industry, with its great demand 
for ice, should appeal to the pioneers in the development of commercial 
electric refrigeration equipment. In fact, one of the manufacturing com- 
panies was an outgrowth of the ice cream business in that the operators 
of an ice cream company set up a laboratory to develop a machine and 
thereafter organized a company and equipped a factory to manufacture a 
machine, first for their own use, and later for other customers. 


Ice Cream Industry an Attractive Market to Pioneer 
Manufacturers 


One of the elements in the situation which appealed to the manufac- 
turing executives was that the machine could be sold in quantity to large 
ice cream producers, who in turn sold or leased the equipment to their 
dealers. This simplified the marketing problem and centered credit respon- 
sibility in a comparatively few large buyers of strong financial standing. 
At first the ice cream manufacturers were inclined to question the possibility 
of so large an additional capital investment if they endeavored to finance 
the original purchase of equipment for all their hundreds and thousands 
of retailers. After investigation and trial the new device was found to 
be economical in performance and with additional advantages in the form 
of an improvement in the quality of their product. An unusual competi- 
tive appeal, however, proved to be the greatest incentive to the leaders in 
the field. 

Anyone, it seems, may go into the ice cream business with a woodshed 
as a plant and with a freezer as his equipment. Much of the annoying 
competition to the large producers of well known brands and standardized 
quality of ice cream was due to the so-called fly-by-night companies. Such 
concerns were continually picking at the trade with a low-price appeal. 
By adding a horse and wagon or a dilapidated truck to their equipment 
they, too, could supply ice cream, with salt and ice service, to their trade. 


Competitive Advantage the Initial Appeal to Ice Cream 
Manufacturers 


The large manufacturer, with ample funds or secure credit, quickly 
discovered the competitive possibilities of the electric cabinet. When 
furnished to the dealer, along with an exclusive agreement, it represented a 
sales appeal which the small competition was unable to meet. Once this 
angle of the situation was realized by the industry, volume orders began to 
pour in to the manufacturers of electric machines. 

Since this original impetus to the business the dairy industry and its 
affiliated branches have given more and more attention to the fundamental 
advantages of the electric method. Careful studies have been made of 
comparative costs and much valuable experience has been gained in the 
economic and efficient handling of this new tool of the trade. New manu- 
facturers of machines and cabinets have entered the field and a wide variety 
of equipment has been developed to meet the needs of all kinds and classes 
of dealers. 


Special Commercial Applications the Great Future Field 
of Expansion 


The dairy industry with its manifold uses of refrigeration, however, 
represents only one of many fields which are now being studied in terms 
of electric refrigeration possibilities. Considerable progress has already 
been made in equipping grocers, meat markets, delicatessens and other 
retailer of food products. There remain endless opportunities for special 
applications to commercial needs, and these represent the great future field 
of expansion for the industry. Special designs and types of cabinets and 
machines offer the most attractive opportunities at present for the relatively 
small manufacturer. 

As it is commonly expressed, the household market has only. been 
scratched and this field alone will keep the big manufacturers busy for many 
years to come. Beyond that lies the whole realm of commercial require- 
ments—in brief, wherever food and drink is kept or consumed, and where- 
ever humanity lives, works or plays. 


Shall We Call Them “‘Thermal Engineers?’’ 


Theatre Cooling, October 17. 
Was Guest of Honor at the Meeting. 


New York Section, American Society of Refrigeration Engineers Hears L. L. Lewis Talk on

AUTOMATIC FREEZER 
SYNDICATE ANNOUNCES 
NON-CORRODIBLE UNIT 


The Automatic Freezer Syndicate, 1716 
Ford Bldg., Detroit, has just made the 
first public announcement of the Electro- 
Freeze refrigerating machine which has 
been developed and in use for the past five 
years, according to a statement from the 
organization. 

The manufacturers claim that the 
machine is entirely immune to corrosion, 
due to the alloys used in the construction 
of the machine and the use of an acid 
arrester. It is claimed that because of this 
freedom from corrosion a “stuck-up” job 
is impossible and that the numerous troubles 
which precede the major difficulties arising 
from corrosion are also practically elimi- 
nated. 

At the present time only commercial 
equipments are being manufactured by the 
company, although domestic units have 
been previously made and are in use. The 
following specifications are given: 

Motor—1/6 h. p. domestic; % h. p. 
commercial; 1/3 h. p. larger commercial. 
Refrigerant — sulphur dioxide; control — 
pressure and temperature; cylinders 1 and 
2; condenser—Flintlock; V _ belt drive; 
flooded system. 

For the past several years the company 
has been operating as a syndicate but is 
contemplating reorganization as a corpora- 
tion in the near future.

10 YEAR OLD ELECTRIC 
REFRIGERATOR CONTINUES 
SERVICE IN CINCINNATI 


An electric refrigerator in constant use 
for the past ten years belies the popular 
belief that refrigeration is a very recent 
addition to the list of household conveni- 
ences. This particular refrigerator, in use 
since 1917 by the Rapid Electrotype Com- 
pany of Cincinnati, first went into service 
at a time when the automobile business 
was just attaining its stride as a great 
industry, when radio was unknown, and 
when the airplane was considered as an 
aid in warfare but hardly practical for 
anything in peace-time affairs but brief 
trips. The air mail was only a remote 
possibility. 

The refrigerator was installed in the 
Rapid Electrotype Company’s plant in 
June, 1917, for storage of foods used by 
workers. It was a Model AA, manufac- 
tured by the Guardian Company of Detroit, 
and was one of the first 100 refrigerators 
made by- that firm. 

In 1918 the Guardian Company was 
taken over by General Motors and the 
principles used in this early refrigerator 
are to be found today in Frigidaire. 


NEW DAIRY AT MAINE 
UNIVERSITY WILL HAVE 
MODERN REFRIGERATION 


That electric refrigeration has come to 
be a part of the modern dairy is again 
evidenced in the equipment being included 
in the new two-story Dairy Manufacturers 
building at the University of Maine. Rapid 
progress is being made on a new 100 by 
45 feet building, as well as the 24 by 50 
feet milk house. 

This building is the first step in the 
development of the plan for the college 
of agriculture of the University of Maine. 


In 1917 the state legislature appropriated 
$25,000 for a new dairy building, but 
because of the war it was thought inad- 
visable to build and the money reverted 
to the state treasury. During recent years 
so many of the agriculture students of the 
university have chosen dairying that the 
present facilities are entirely inadequate. 


The first floor of the new dairy building 
will have five laboratories and a supply 
room in addition to the mechanical refrig- 
eration machinery room and the cold stor- 
age room. The five laboratories for 
cheese making, ice cream manufacturing, 
butter making, handling market milk, and 
testing milk and milk products are to be 
separated by glass partitions. This addi- 
tional laboratory space will enable the 
various courses to become more practical 
and less theoretical. : 

The new milk house, in which will be 
handled the milk from the herd, will con- 
tain an artificial refrigerating plant, a 
boiler room and equipment to provide 
steam during the summer months when 
the university heating plant is not in oper- 
ation, the milk handling room, a laundry, 
small milk testing room, and the herd- 
man’s office. 

Crowell and Lancaster, architects of 
Bangor, Maine, prepared the. plans of the 
buildings, and Otto Nelson Company are 
the contractors.

GETTING SET FOR 
WINTER CAMPAIGN 


Contests, Surveys, Advertising, 
Keep Up Winter Interest

Inquiry of the several firms selling elec- 
tric refrigeration in Omaha reveals the 
fact that the winter months will see an 
active campaign of education and one of 
strong sales pressure. All are now plan- 
ning to keep the force intact through the 
winter. Some of the houses have added 
radio to aid in tiding over on expense, 
while others are selling other electric 
household appliances. 

W. A. Davies, selling Kelvinator for the 
Nebraska Power Co., will keep his force 
busy. There will be no let-up in the 
selling drive on this machine. In order 
to make the drive all the more effective he 
has inaugurated a sales contest. This 
opened October 15. To be eligible to the 
grand contest beginning November 15 each 
man must sell three units before that date, 
one of which shall be remote installation. 
In addition to the regular commission all 
salesmen during this time, from October 
15 to Christmas Eve, will be credited with 
a point for each dollar of sales. One thou- 
sand points will entitle him to an extra 
commission of $5.00. The second thou- 
sand an extra $7.50, the third will give him 
a bonus of $10.00, and the fourth thousand 
will give him an extra check for $12.50, 
as will each additional thousand points. In 
addition to this there will be substantial 
cash bonuses to the first three of the con- 
testants. It is planned to push the Christ- 
mas gift proposition in this sale. 

E. J. Nellor, of the Storz Company, 
carrying the General Electric line, has 
organized weekly contests in which the 
men have entered heartily. The salesmen 
divide into two groups and the losing group 
must serve a $2.50 dinner Saturday evening 
to the winners. This is making all hustle 
in the selling campaign. It is also proving 
of great value in another respect, accord- 
ing to Mr. Nellor. The boys are devot- 
ing much time to studying over the differ- 
ent problems and are really fitting them- 
seives for something big when the season 
opens. Mr. Nellor is also making prepara- 
tions to carry space in the daily press. 
The copy will be of an educational nature 
and continually hammer home the fact 
that electrical refrigeration is not only the 
best but the cheapest in the end. 

Milton Rogers & Sons Co., carrying 
Zerozone, will, under the management of 
R. R. Farquhar, soon make a survey of 
the better homes of the city with the idea 
of unearthing prospective customers for 
Zerozone. The survey wili be made by 
men now selling radfo. This list will be 
used as a basis for active campaign to be 
put on about February 1. The firm will, 
about that time, establish a new depart- 
ment to be known as “Household Elec- 
trical Supply” department. In this will be 
included Zerozone, radios, electric wash- 
ers, irons and a water softener. The new 
department will be under the direct super- 
vision of Mr. Farquhar and will call for 
an addition of several high-powered sales- 
men. When that department is established 
an endless chain of information will be 
obtained and carded. Thus every unit in 
the organization will be aiding every other 
unit. 

Frigidaire, with Charles E. Wagner at 
the helm, will continue the ever-efficient 
methods through the winter months, and 
just now is very successful with apart- 
ment house selling. This company has one 
of the best selling organizations of

“We simply couldn’t get along without 
electric refrigeration,” said William Coul- 
ter, junior in the College of Agriculture 
at the University of Missouri, talking as 
he waited on first one customer and then 
another, but glad to talk of the most 
important part of the equipment in the 
establishment which he and Waldron C. 
Winston, also a student, opened about six 
weeks ago. . 

Many means are used by university 
students in sending themselves through 
school, but Winston and Coulter have 
established for the first time (at Missouri, 
at least) a modern delicatessen, with soda 
fountain and lunch room in connection 
with it. Their place of business is in a 
new group of storerooms opposite a 
prominent campus corner. All of the fur- 
nishings and decorations are new, but out- 
standing in its good looks is the electric 
refrigeration equipment. 

Perhaps those boys aren’t proud of their 
business. Winston, a junior in the School 
of Business and Public Administration, is 
on hand when Coulter is not. It took some 
delicate adjusting of university schedules 
to achieve that, but one of the owners is 
always at the delicatessen, and with other 
student help the growing business is 


flourishing. 

Two McCray display cases, a Nizer 
ice-cream cabinet, and a soda fountain 
complete the equipment using electric 
refrigeration. One of the McCray cases, 
a 10-foot one, is used for sandwich fillings, 
salads, cooked meats, and other delicates- 
sen products. The second case, 12 feet in 
length, holds milk, cream, butter and the 
sixteen kinds of cheese handled by the 
student business men. 

The McCray cases are refrigerated by a 
Frigidaire machine, and the soda fountain, 
of Liquid Carbonic make, is also refriger- 
ated by Frigidaire. 

“We're sold on electric refrigeration, all 
right,” Coulter said, and Winston agreed. 
Winston, by the way, is the champion shot 
of the university, and has won medals 
galore in matches all over the country, 
but his serious business in life just now 
is in making electric refrigeration build 
up his trade. 

“We wouldn’t have time to ice in the 
old way. Things wouldn’t keep. In fact, 
we couldn’t be bothered with all the old 
inconveniences,” Coulter concluded. “It’s 
electric refrigeration that has made it 
possible for us to go to school and run 
the business, too.” 


Nebraska. The farm electric light plant 
work has greatly aided in putting over the 
Frigidaire in the smaller towns.

REFUNDING MONEY ON 
REPOSSESSED INSTALL- 
MENT MERCHANDISE 


Printers’ Ink Gives Legal Status of 
Conditional Sales 


_ The Maytag Company, Newton, Iowa 
Editor of Printers’ Ink: 
I have recently been informed that some 


States are passing laws requiring a dealer on 
repossessed electrical appliances to refund 50 per 
cent of the amount paid in on an_ installment 
contract. A couple of our dealers have inquired 
about this, and we would like to get the informa- 
tion for them.

Electrical appliances when sold on the 
installment plan are treated no different, in 
the eyes of the law in the various States, 
than is other merchandise. So Printers’ 
Ink is informed by a reliable authority. 
The laws of the States vary, we under- 
stand, in regard to the form and terms of 
Conditional Contracts of Sale. A “Uniform 
Conditional Sales Act” was drawn up by 
the Commission on Uniform State Laws 
of the American Bar Association in 1919, 
in which year this Act was adopted by the 
States of Arizona, Delaware, New Jersey, 
South Dakota and Wisconsin. West Vir- 
ginia adopted it in 1921, New York in 1922 
and Pennsylvania in 1925. To date, eight 
States have it. 

Section 19 of this “Uniform Conditional 
Sales Act” provides that if the buyer 
(consumer) does not redeem the repos- 
sessed merchandise within ten days after 
the seller (dealer) has retaken possession, 
and the buyer has paid at least 50 per 
cent of the purchase price at the time of 
the retaking, the seller is obliged to sell 
the merchandise at public auction, of which 
at least ten days’ written notice must be 


given the buyer. 

Section 25 of this Act provides that if 
the seller (dealer) fails to advertise the 
goods and resell them as provided in Sec- 
tion 19, the buyer may bring action against 
the seller for his actual damages, if any, 
and in no event shall these damages be 
less than one-fourth of the sum of all pay- 
ments which have been made on the con- 
tract up to the time of retaking, with 
interest. 

The use of a conditional contract of 
sale is not recommended in the States of 
Louisiana, Missouri and Ohio. Because of 
peculiar local laws ‘n these States, chattel 
mortgages or leases are generally used. 
For example, the laws of Missouri with 
respect to conditional sales provide that 
if a vendor wishes to retake the property 
sold under the conditional contract of sale 
he must first tender to the purchaser or 
vendee 75 per cent of the amount that the 
purchaser has paid up to that time, retain- 
ing 25 per cent of the amount for the use 
of the property. It is for this reason that 
chattel mortgages are used in the State of 
Missouri. 

Manufacturers whose a are sold 
through local dealers on the installment 
plan would do well to keep themselves 
posted on the status of the conditional sales 
acts in the various States.
